PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Urban  District. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  of  Ware 
Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1972. 

Basically,  the  health  in  the  area  has  been  good.  The  deaths  in  young 
people  are  no  more  than  the  National  average.  As  usual,  the  deaths  of 
old  people  in  Western  House  tend  to  distort  the  local  figures  in  comparison 
with  the  National  average.  The  infectious  disease,  as  reported,  has  been 

very  smgll. 

The  National  and  Regional  data  for  writing  an  Annual  Report  is  not  normally 
available  until  late  April  or  May.  My  position  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  ends  in  April,  1974*  So  this  will  probably  be  the  last  Annual  Report 
I  write  for  you.  At  the  time  of  writing  there  is  doubt  whether  the  "proper 
officer"  who  is  to  be  your  future  medical  adviser  will  be  expected  to  write 
reports  for  the  new  Councils. 

If  I  were  you,  I  would  ask  for  further  reports.  There  is  something  to  be 
said  for  an  unbiassed,  trained  observer  who  will  watch  local  trends  in  mor¬ 
bidity  and  mortality. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Todd  and  his  staff  for  their  help  and  advice. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have  very  much  enjoyed  being  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  this  District.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS 


Th«  population  has  increased  to  a  mid-year  estimate  of  14,830.  There  has  been 
a  migration  into  the  area  of  nearly  200  people.  The  population  density  has 
slightly  increased  to  10.70  people  per  acre. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  births  (195)  is  less  than  the  number  of  deaths  (23l)«  This 
has  not  previously  occured  in  this  area  during  the  past  decade,  so  far  as  I 
know.  The  local  birth  rate  is  a  little  lower  than  the  national  average  rate, 
whereas  a  few  years  ago,  it  was  above  the  average  rate. 

The  change  may  be  partly  due  to  the  completion  of  families  and  partly  due  to 
increased  awareness  in  family  planning,  and  improved  family  planning  facilities. 
During  the  year,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Four  children  died  under  the 
age  of  one  year. 

These  deaths  were  due  to  congenital  abnormalities  and  other  unpreventable  causes. 
CAUSES  OF  D1JH 

There  were  six  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  Two  occurred  in  men  under  the 
age  of  65. 

This  follows  the  general  national  pattern  of  the  commonest  preventable  cause  of 
death  in  men. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 

Virtually  no  communicable  disease  occurred  in  the  year.  This  is  not  merely  due 
to  chance  or  to  our  modern  technology.  It  is  largely  due  to  constant,  routine, 
often  unnoticed  work  on  the  part  of  those  who  control  such  disease.  I  do  not 
only  refer  to  the  officials  such  as  doctors,  health  visitors,  nurses  and  public 
health  inspectors  but  also  to  parents  and  members  of  the  public.  It  is  a  good 
result  from  a  team  effort.

MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  IMMIGRANTS 


There  are  at  present  few  immigrants  in  the  area.  Arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
BUILDING 


During  the  year,  the  Council  built  no  houses:  35  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEES 


During  1972,  Dr.  Howarth  and  I  have  shared  the  Local  Authority  work  in  East 
Hertfordshire.  He  has  undertaken  the  majority  of  work  in  Hertford  and  Ware. 
From  our  point  of  viow,  this  has  been  a  useful  arrangement,  and  wo  hope  we 
have  jointly  provided  a  better  service  than  I  provided  when  alone.

This  is  NOT  a  rigid  time-table.  Many  Doctors  hold  slightly  differing  views,  and 
prematurity  or  ill-health  in  a  child  may  mean  the  schedule  has  to  be  altered  to 
meet  individual  needs. 


During  1971,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  recommended  that 
routine  vaccination  of  infants  should  cease.  Children  can  still  be  Vaccinated 
on  the  request  of  their  parents. 

SMALLPOX 


In  view  of  the  recent  smallpox  problems  in  Great  Britain,  I  wish  to  make  it 
clear  that  after  a  first  vaccination,  a  vaccination  certificate  cannot  become 
valid  until  after  the  vaccination  has  "taken”  i.e.,  8  days  after  successful 
vaccination. 

After  re-vaccination,  a  certificate  is  immediately  valid. 

Lack  of  a  valid  certificate  has  caused  considerable  personal  and  financial 
difficulties  for  travellers. 
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Social  Services 


With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Aot,  on  the 
1st  April,  1971,  statutory  responsibility  for  providing  services  and  social 
work  help  to  the  physically  handicapped,  the  elderly,  the  mentally  handicapped 
and  the  mentally  ill,  as  well  as  the  responsibility  for  the  child  care  and  family 
case  work  services  passed  to  the  newly  formed  Social  Services  Department. 

Referrals 


a)  Monday  -  Friday.  9  a.m.  -  5.50  p.n.  There  is  usually  a  Social  Worker 
on  duty  throughout  normal  office  hours t  at  both  the  Divisional  Office 
and  at  the  Area  Offices  to  answer  queries,  accept  new  referrals  etc.,  In 
addition,  there  is  always  a  warranted  Mental  Welfare  Officer  on  call  for 
the  whole  Division  and  contact  nay  be  made  with  him  through  the  Divisional 
Office  (Hertford  7041 ). 

b)  Out  of  Normal  Office  Hours  and  at  weekends,  the  warranted  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  may  bo  contacted  through  Ambulance  Control  (Hertford  2222).  All 
other  requests  for  help  in  emergency  situations  out  of  office  hours,  such 
as  those  arising  in  connection  with  children  and  young  persons,  should  also 
be  directed  to  the  warranted  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  through  Ambulance 
Control  and  he  will  put  tbo  caller  in  touch  with  a  more  appropriate  Social 
Worker  if  necessary. 

All  applications  for  aids  and  adaptations  to  properties  occupied  by 
physically  handicapped  people,  all  applications  for  telephones  and  tele¬ 
visions  under  the  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons'  Act,  1970,  and 
enquiries  connected  with  Blind  Welfare  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional 
Office  -  all  other  requests  for  help  should  be  made  to  the  Senior  Social 
Worker  for  the  area  concerned.

Applications  for  recuperative  holidays,  if  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Attendant,  should  bo  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Equipnont  such  as  mackintosh  sheets,  crutches  and  wheel  chairs  can  be  issued 
on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at  hone  and  a  weekly  charge  is  made  according 
to  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

Ambulance  Service 


An  ambulance  station  adjoins  the  Priory  Grounds.  Except  in  emergency,  an 
ambulance  should  be  ordered  by  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

East  Herts.  District  Work  Centre  for  the  Physically  Disabled. 

This  project  at  Marsh  Lane,  Ware  was  opened  during  1972  and  is  a  joint  venture 
run  by  the  Hertfordshire  Association  for  the  Disabled  and  the  County  Social 
Services  Department.  Those  eligible  to  attend  are  substantially  and  permanently 
disabled  by  accident  or  illness,  yet  they  are  able  to  undertake  small  assembly 
or  packaging  work  with  the  utmost  care  and  ability.  The  Centre  is  designed  to 
accommodate  a  maximum  of  30  workers  but  the  present  daily  average  varies  between 
12-15  persons.  A  ninibus  is  provided  to  collect  those  workers  who  have  no 
transport  of  their  own,  and  when  working  at  the  Centre,  they  are  given  a  hot 
meal  which  is  provided  from  the  kitchens  of  Western  House  Hospital,  Ware. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


Ware  is  served  chiefly  by  the  Hertford  County  Hospital,  Hertford,  but  patients 
nay  be  treated  at  the  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital,  Bishop's  Stortford  and  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  11  Hospital,  Welwyn  Garden  City. 

Chronic  sick  can  receive  treatment  at  Western  House  Hospital,  Collett  Road, 

Ware.  This  has  now  become  an  all  female  hospital  with  91  beds  of  which  47  are 
for  psychogeriatric  patients. 

There  are  190  beds  in  the  Part  111  accommodation  (93  nalo  and  97  female). 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  can  be  treated  at  St.  Anne’s 
Hospital,  Winchmoro  Hill.  London,  N.21  (formerly  South  Lodge  Hospital,  World’s

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  larger  part  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  who 
reported  that  no  new  capital  works  were  completed  or  under  construction  during 
the  year  1971/72.  The  Company  submitted  reports  on  157  bacteriological  and  4 
chemicar^samples ,  all  of  which  were  found  to  conform  to  the  standards  of  purity 
considered  suitable  for  a  public  supply. 

The  water  consumption  for  the  year  ended  March,  1972  was  1070.7  megalitres 
compared  with  1237.5  megalitres  in  the  previous  year.  There  are  4809  houses 
with  a  population  of  14,711  persons  in  the  urban  area  receiving  internal  water 
supplies  from  the  Company's  mains.  All  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  the  fluoride 
content  is  less  than  0.2  milligrammes  per  litre. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  continued  to  supply  23  domostic  premises  with  an 
estimated  population  of  72  people,  and  two  schools  in  the  Hoe  Lane  Area.  This 
supply  was  derived  from  well  water  from  the  Rye  Common  pumping  station,  and  the 
255  bacteriological  and  4  chemical  samples  taken  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  natural  fluoride  content  was  0.22  milligrammes  per  litre  and  no  artificial 
fluoride  was  added. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  five  cottages  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district 
were  still  supplied  with  domestic  water  from  wells.  One  well,  which  supplied 
throe  cottages,  was  closed  and  the  cottages  connected  to  the  public  supply. 
Regular  six  monthly  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  both  remaining  wells  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  sample  was  taken  from  a  domestic  dwelling  and  submitted  for  analysis  after 
the  tenant  complained  that  the  water  had  an  unusual  odour.  The  supply  was 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality  during  the  year.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  in  the  area  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  by  means  of  standpipes. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  significant  works  were  carried  out  to  the  sewers  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

No  common  lodging  houses  are  registered  within  the  district. 

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION. 

There  are  no  houses  in  multiple  occupation  within  the  district. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS.  1936  and  1961 
Sewers.  Drains  .and  Sanitary  Conveniences 

Thirty  two  complaints  wore  received  of  choked  defective  drainage.  In  most 
cases  the  blockages  were  dealt  with  by  Council  Staff  on  a  rechargeable  basis. 

All  works  were  carried  out  informally. 


The  combined  drain  serving  35-47  High  Oak  Road  was  subjected  to  tost  and  found 
to  bo  defective  at  some  point  whore  the  drain  passed  along  the  passage  between 
nos.  39-41  so  allowing  sewage  to  gain  access  to  the  cellars  of  both  houses. 
Being  satisfied  that  immediate  action  was  necessary,  I  served  notice  on  the 
Local  Authority,  pursuant  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1336,  -s 
amended,  and  arranged  to  excavate  the  drain  immediately,  initially  for  the 
length  of  the  passage  only,  or  until  such  a  position  as  the  defect  became 

noticeable. 
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Excavation  revealed  a  number  of  broken  pipes,  evidence  of  subsidence  and  the 
pipes  had  been  laid  open- jointed.  It  was  necessary  to  relay  the  whole  length 
fron  the  head  of  the  passage  (where  the  depth  was  4  feet)  and  make  a  new  con¬ 
nection  to  the  sewer  in  High  Oak  Road  (at  a  depth  in  excess  of  20  feet). 

A  now  inspection  chamber  was  also  installed  and  the  water  service  pipe  replaced. 
The  cost  was  apportioned  between  the  owners  of  the  3evon  dwellings  involved. 

Fi]  +hy  or  Verminous  Premises  and  Ar tides. 

(a)  FLIES  On  two  occasions  during  the  year,  numerous  complaints  were  received 
from  the  residents  in  Richmond  Close  and  Westmill  Road  of  heave  fly 
infestations.  Investigations  revealed  that  breeding  was  taking  place  in 
the  refuse  being  tipped  in  Gentlemen's  Field.  The  Ware  Rural  District 
Council,  in  whose  area  the  tipping  was  taking  place,  prosecuted  H.  Brazier 
Ltd.,  (The  holders  of  the  tipping  consent  and  W.W.  Drinkwater  (the  tip 
operators)  in  connection  with  the  nuisance  taking  place  during  the  period 
2nd  -  4th  June,  1972. 

W.W.  Drinkwater  Ltd.,  were  found  guilty  on  the  following  counts:- 

i)  Failing  to  cover  the  deposited  refuse  with  6"  on  inert  material 
within  24  hours;  and 

ii)  Not  taking  all  reasonable  precautions  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies. 

They  were  fined  £200  :  00  on  each  count  and  £100  :  00  costs. 

H.  Brazier  Ltd.,  were  found  guilty  on  the  sane  two  charges,  and  also 
for  not  displaying  a  copy  of  the  tipping  consent  issued  under  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  Act. 

They  were  fined  £100  :  00  on  each  of  the  three  counts  and  £50  :  00 
costs. 

(b)  BED-BUGS  For  the  first  tine  in  recent  years,  no  reports  were  received  of 
infestations  of  bed-bugs. 

(c)  WASPS  The  number  of  wasp  nests  treated  during  the  year  was  much  lower 
than  average. 

(d)  CLOVER  HITE  Infestations  of  clover  mite  were  reported  in  three  houses 
throughout  the  district.  In  the  past  such  complaints  have  been  rare  and 
never  more  than  one  in  any  year.  Treatment  was  carried  out  in  the  three 
houses. 

NUISANCES 

The  nuisance  caused  by  spillage  fron  vehicles  transporting  refuse  from  London 
to  the  Gentlemen's  Field  tip  which  had  been  such  a  serious  cause  for  complaint 
during  1970  and  1971,  did  not  give  rise  for  complaint  during  1972.  Only  purpose 
built  vehicles  wore  used  to  transport  refuso  and  the  number  of  vehicles  carrying 
refuse  from  London  fell  dramitacally  during  the  year. 

An  incident  which  led  to  innumerable  complaints  being  received  occurcd  when  a 
local  farmer  sprayed  pig  manure  slurry  on  his  land  abutting  on  the  Urban 
District  boundary.  Owing  to  unforseen  circumstances,  this  manuro  was  not 
ploughed  into  the  land  until  three  days  later,  and  the  appalling  stench  which 
enveloped  approximately  one  third  of  the  district  was  almost  certainly  the 
worst  nuisance  experienced  for  many  years.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  the  Ware  Rural  District  Council  the  nuisance  was  abated 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  further  recurrence . 

The  odour  emitted  by  an  industrial  concern  when  carrying  out  a  particular 
8 tov ©-enamelling  process  was  solved  by  adding  a  suitable  deodorant  to  the 

paint. 
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noise  abatement  act  i960 


A  nunbor  of  complaints  were  received  from  residents  about  the  noise  emanating 
from  a  nearby  industrial  premise 0  A  scries  of  noise  level  readings  wore  taken 
at  different  hours  of  the  day  and  might,  with  the  wind  blowing  in  various 
directions,  and  most  important,  du-ing  the  conditions  which  prevail  when  there 
is  a  "temperature  inversion"  in  the  Lea  Valley.,  It  was  proved  that  two  pieces 
of  machinery  were  omitting  noise  in  excess  of  the  criterion  values,  and  the 
Company  immediately  carried  out  my  recommendations  which  resulted  in  the  noise 
levels  being  substantially  decreased. 

A  second  industrial  premise  used  a  warning  siren  which  omitted  a  very  high  note 
and  caused  considerable  annoyance  to  local  residents  whenever  it  sounded,  and 
especially  during  the  night.  After  discussions,  the  Company  have  installed  a 
now  warning  system  which  emits  a  much  lower  note.  This  serves  its  purpose  well 
and  is  hardly  audible  outside  the  factory  compound. 

Discotheques  have  been  hold  regularly  at  the  Drill  Rail  in  Amwell  End  and  very 
few  complaints  have  been  received,  which  goed  to  prove  that  should  the  pronotor 
follow  the  advice  given  to  him  by  his  Department  no  nuisance  will  arise. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS  1956  and  1958 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  of  smoke 
nuisances  from  bonfires.  The  greatest  number  of  such  complaints  cane  from 
sites  where  demolition  contractors  were  burning  waste  timber. 

Last  year,  I  referred  to  the  Cochran  Boiler  which  had  been  installed  and  in 
which  sawdust  and  other  w ood  waste  was  used  as  a  fuel.  Further  modifications 
have  been  made  to  the  plant  but  the  smoke  nuisance  has  not  been  entirely  . 
eliminated. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  use  wood  fuel  in  a  vertical  boiler  without  creating 
a  smoke  nuisance,  and  I  have  little  doubt  that  this  boiler  will  eventually  have 
to  be  replaced  with  a  more  suitable  type,  or  alternatively  if  the  boiler  is  to 
remain,  then  a  different  fuel  must  be  used. 

HOUSING 

l)  GRANTS  from  a  survey  carried  out  during  the  year,  it  was  discovered  that 
approximately  220  houses  within  the  urban  district  are  without  one  or  more 
of  the  standard  amenities.  Visits  were  made  to  a  large  number  of  these 
houses,  especially  the  ones  that  are  owner-occupied,  and  grant  procedure  care¬ 
fully  explained,  but  the  number  of  applications  received  still  remains 
pathetically  low. 

a)  Standard  Grants  -  15  applications  were  received  and  approved 

b)  Discretionary  Grants  -  10  applications  were  received  of  which 

9  were  approved.  In  the  other  case,  the  property 
was  sold  before  the  grant  had  been  determined 
and  the  now  owner  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
the  application. 


ii)  QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 


Four  applications  were  received  under  Section  44  (l)  Housing  Act  1969, 
for  qualification  certificates.  Allowing  for  three  applications  which 
were  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  1971,  five  applications  were 
approved  and  two  refused. 

Six  applications  were  roceivcd  for  provisional  qualification  certificates. 
Adi  six  applications  were  approved. 
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iii) DEMOLITION

Clearance  area  and  the  Minister  confirmed 
the  order  on  8.11,60.  The  buildings  were 
demolished  in  February,  1972  and  the  site 
left  clear.

Agreement  was  reached  privately  with  the 
owner  for  the  demolition  of  this  building 
and  it  was  completed  in  November,  1972. 

This  building  was  in  on  area  represented  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  not 
declared  on  the  27th  July,  1959.  The 
building  was  demolished  in  October,  1972 
to  make  way  for  proposed  new  office  develop¬ 
ment.

Foreign  bodies  in  a  tin  of  fruit  -  this  was  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  who  confirmed  that  the  foreign  bodies  were  yeast  balls. 
Foreign  bodies  in  Bread  (3)  -  All  cases  were  referred  to  the  County 
Weights  and  measures  Dept.,  who  secured  one  conviction. 

All  cases  were  investigated  and  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  retailors  of 
tho  goods  marked  *•  No  legal  action  was  taken  by  this  Council. 


On  several  occasions  during  tho  year,  the  attention  of  retailers  was  drawn  to 
pre-packed  foods  being  exposed  for  sale  after  the  recommended  dates  by  which 
their  products  were  to  be  eaten  had  expired.  In  two  cases,  warning  letters  were 
sent  as  the  shops  concerned  did  nothing  to  ensure  rotation  of  stock. 


Section  91  -  Powers  of  Sampling 

Four  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Cambridge,  and  all  conformed  to  the  provisional  Grade  1  standard. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Rpgulations  1958 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Retaliations  1958  -  1966 

I  reported  in  1971  that  the  Ware  Meat  Supplies  Ltd.,  had  appealed  against  the 
decision  of  the  Dunmow  Rural  District  Council  not  to  give  planning  consent  to 
the  construction  of  a  new  slaughterhouse  on  a  site  in  Essex  (just  outside  the 
boundary  of  the  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District)  Tho  appeal  was  heard  at 
Dunmow  on  the  18th  May,  1972  and  the  decision  of  tho  Dunmow  R.D.C.  was  uphold. 

Regular  monthly  inspections  of  the  existing  slaughterhouse  at  Anwoll  End  were 
made  by  a  Voterinary  Officer  from  the  Agricultural  Development  and  Advisory 
Service,  Hertford,  and  once  again  no  adverse  report  was  roceived.  The  Company 
has  again  continuod  to  make  improvements  wherever  possible  -  the  entire  yard 
was  re-surfaced,  and  the  promises  redecorated  throughout  -  but  tho  prosent 
premises  cannot  bo  brought  to  a  really  satisfactory  standard.  Tho  search  for 
a  better  site  on  which  to  construct  a  ne^  abbatour  and  cold  storage  facilities 
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continues 


The  Moat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  -  1966 

Once  again,  the  nunber  of  pigs  slaughtered  continue  to  rise,  and  the  nunber  of 
cattle  killed  showed  a  5C$  increase  on  the  figures  for  1971,  The  nunber  of 
sheep  and  lanbs  slaughtered  however  fell  by  one  third. 

The  weight  of  pork  condemned  was  almost  double  that  of  the  previous  year  and 
can  only  be  attributed  to  the  substantial  increase  in  the  nunber  of  sows  and 
boars  killed  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970 

The  Food  Rvgiene  (Markets.  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  all  food  shops,  food  stalls  in  the  market,  and 
delivery  vehicles  and  good  standards  were  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Food 
stalls  at  all  visiting  fairs  were  kept  under  close  observation.  No  prosecutions 
were  taken  during  the  year. 

Ipported  Food  Regulations 

With  the  ever-increasing  volume  of  imported  foodstuffs  arriving  in  this  countiy 
by  the  '’Containerisation'*  method  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  popular  for 
containers  not  to  be  opened  until  they  arrive  at  their  destination  inland.  This 
results  in  the  functions  normally  carried  out  by  tho  Port  Ilealth  Authority  being 
transferred  to  the  local  authority  in  whose  district  is  the  depot  where  the 
containers  are  unpacked.  Such  a  depot  is  the  warehouse  of  C.  Albany  &  Son  Ltd., 
Star  Street,  Ware.  Not  only  are  containers  handled  there,  but  also  large 
quantities  of  foodstuffs  which  arrive  on  pallets  after  "stripping"  of  the  con¬ 
tainers  has  taken  place  at  the  docks.  This  accounts  for  the  very  high  increase 
in  tho  numbers  of  tinned  fruit  and  vegetables  whichwere  condemned  in  1972  com¬ 
pared  with  previous  years. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

Thore  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  tho  District. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  3Y  PESTS  ACT  1949 

There  was  a  very  substantial  increase  in  the  nunber  of  non-agrecultural 
properties  found  to  be  infested  with  nice  following  notification  as  compared 
with  1971.  There  was  also  a  narked  increase  in  the  nunber  of  infestations  of 
nice  in  properties  inspected  for  reasons  other  than  notifications.  The  figures 
for  rats  however  renained  much  the  sane  as  tho  previous  year. 

It  has  boon  tho  practice  for  many  years  to  bait  the  sewer  manholes  during  tho 
nonth  of  November,  but  as  the  evidence  continued  to  point  to  the  sewers  boing 
almost  rat— free,  it  was  decided  to  defer  tho  baiting  until  March,  1973* 

New  concracts  for  Council  to  undertake  rodent  control  wore  signed  with  two 
large  industrial  concerns  and  the  new  Hotel  in  Ware. 

C&UVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I960 

There  are  no  registered  sites  within  tho  district.  It  is  ploasing  to  report 
that  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  no  trouble  was  experienced  with  gypsies 
on  other  caravan  dwellers  being  illegally  parked  on  land  within  tho  district.
